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Quaint Inns of Old Days 
“Parent s” of Our Cabarets 


(By Universal Service) 

LONDON, Oct. 30.—That the mod- 
erm c&baret show is but a develop- 
ment of very old inkeeping enter- 
Prise is one of the many curious 
bits of information given in “London 
Inns andl Taverns.” 

The author, Leopold Wagner, who 
has spent 45 years expioring Lon- 
don recalls the entertainments given 
in the early years of last century 
at well-known inns. He writes: 

Evan's Supper Room, evolved out 
9: the Noblemen’s “Star Room” of 
the Grand Hetel, made a_ decided 
advance upon the internal appoint- 
ments of the Coal Hole and_ the 
Cyder Cellars, which, like Offley’s 
in Henrietta Street. and several 
other noted night haunts. ,were es- 
sentially “Caves of Harmony,” with 
supper tables and a shallow concert 
platform. 

Similar arrangements obtained at 
the Garrick's Head Hotel, in Bow 
Street, wheree country visitors were 
enjoined not to leave London with- 
out having made merry there arter 
the theatres over a right good sup- 
per, followed by joval song, bed and 
breakfast—all for a half-a-crown. 

Charlie Chaplin, we are told, “cop- 
fed the baggy trousers and the pecy 
Uliar gait which afterwards proved 
to be his stepping-stones to fortune 
from an old hoster employed at 
the Elephont Horse Repository.”
